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A TRIP  ABROAD 

(Continued  from  132nd  Sale  Catalogue) 

Before  leaving  Nuremburg  it  is  interesting  from  the  collector’s  view- 
point, to  recall  that  letters  mailed  by  me  there  in  August,  1936,  on  the 
ill-fated  Hindenburg  Airship  are  now  bringing  one  dollar  each.  We  arise 
early  at  5:30  to  catch  a train  to  Heidelberg,  100  miles  to  the  west.  It 
is  a magnificent  old  town  of  8 5,000  inhabitants,  one  of  the  most  visited 
towns  in  Germany.  Heidelberg  lies  between  the  lower  slopes  of  the  Od- 
enwald  on  both  banks  of  the  Neckar.  The  climate  is  unusually  mild,  a 
favorite  residential  city.  Surrounding  are  fine  forests  with  well-kept 
paths.  A rapid  round  of  the  sights  of  this  strange  town  and  the  visitor 
thinks  he  has  exhausted  its  possibilities.  Every  town  has  its  own  fea- 
tui'es,  the  result  of  its  many  varied  and  component  parts,  the  landscape, 
the  climate,  the  character  of  population,  its  history  and  culture. 

Precisely  Heidelberg  is  so  much  a part  of  the  landscape  that  the  vis- 
itor should  consider  the  picture  of  the  town  as  a whole,  before  passing 
into  the  details,  in  order  to  fully  understand  the  charm  of  the  individ- 
uality of  the  town.  From  the  Friedrich’s  Bridge  we  see  how  the  Neckar 
issues  forth  from  the  narrows  of  the  mountains.  To  the  north  lies  the 
old  town  crowned  by  the  Castle.  In  the  center  the  Old  Bridge  links  up- 
with  the  residential  quarter  on  the  south  bank.  In  the  distance  are 
mountains  and  hills.  We  move  along  to  see  the  predominant  features 
of  the  town  to  see  which  deserves  the  prize  of  beauty,  whether  the  Prov- 
idence Church  and  St.  Peter’s,  the  Marstall  and  the  Hay  Barn,  the  old 
University  and  Jesuit  Church,  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Bridge 
Gate,  until  our  attention  is  caught  and  riveted  by  the  Old  Castle,  the 
most  beautiful  and  artistically  valuable  ruin  in  Germany.  Paths,  streets, 
and  an  electric  mountain  railway  lead  from  town  up  to  the  castle,  a mag- 
nificent conglomeration  of  fortresses  and  palaces,  the  work  of  many  cen- 
turies molded  into  one  whole  by  the  work  of  time.  We  saw  in  a base- 
ment an  old  wine  barrel  over  200  years  old,  that  held  49,000  gallons. 
West  of  the  town  leads  the  Fuhrer’s  great  new  motor  road  “proclaim- 
ing the  peaceful  reconstructory  aims  of  the  New  Germany”  to  quote  the 
guide’s  own  words  in  19  36.  The  two  latest  achievements  are  a war  ceme- 
tery dedicated  to  the  men  who  fell  in  the  World  war  and  an  amphithea- 
tre dedicated  to  the  people’s  community  of  the  living. 

To  Americans  Heidelberg  is  best  known  for  the  Ruperto-Carolo  Uni- 
versity, Germany’s  oldest  college,  founded  in  138  6.  The  medical  autho- 
rities enjoy  widespread  fame,  and  the  clinical  wards  are  models  of  their 
kind.  Hospitals  and  sanatoria,  radio-active  thermal  spring,  and  hydro- 
pathic establishment  are  noteworthy.  The  library  and  museum  house 
valuable  art  treasures  but  few  coins.  There  are,  however,  several  fine 
private  collections,  and  shops  display  a few  cheap  coins,  always  priced  at 
twice  their  value.  (To  be  continued)
